Petitioner filed the instant petition on May 25,2007, requesting that the finality of the office 
action mailed on 4/18/2007 be withdrawn, since 

- A rejection of claims 1, 2, 8, 9, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 102 was made for the first 
time, thus constituting a new grounds of rejection in a final office action. 



In the new non-final office action mailed on August 8, 2007, examiner indicates the withdrawal 
of finality of the office action mailed on 1/17/2007 (refer page 2 of non-final action mailed on 
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August 8, 2007). Per the examiner, the final office action mailed on 4/18/2007 was a reissue of 
the final office action mailed on 1/17/2007 (refer page 2 of final office action mailed on 
4/18/2007). Hence by issuing a new non-final office action on August 8, 2007, and indicating 
that the finality of office action mailed on 1/17/2007 is withdrawn, examiner has also effectively 
withdrawn the finality of the office action mailed on 4/18/2007.
